Mr. PRETYMAN moved the second reading 
of the Registration of Business Names Bill, 
which, he said, had already passed through all 
ite stages in another place.

There was also to be a consideraple fjeet 
of specially built hospital steamers, with every 
modern appliance, but these would not be avail- 
able until next year. In this particular -espect 
they had not yet approached the ideal, and he 
could not say that he was altogether satisfied 
with the position.
